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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, lines 6 and 7, the recitation "wherein the longer side of the feeding 
plate is parallel to the longer side of the ground plate" is not understood. Does applicant 
mean "wherein the feeding plate is parallel to the ground plate"? 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 2, line 1 , 
"The method" should be change to -The antenna-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
applicant's prior art (figures 1A and 1B). 
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Figures 1A and 1B (Prior Art) show an antenna device having a antenna sheet 
material comprising a radiating plate, a feeding plate, and a ground plate, wherein the 
feeding plate and the ground plate extend in the same direction (vertical direction), and 
the length of the radiating plate is approximate quarter wavelength. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Umehara et al 
(US Patent 6,774,849). 

Umehara et al disclose, in figure 1 , a folded antenna device comprising a 
radiating plate 1a, a feeding plate 1d, and a ground plate 1b, wherein the feeding plate 
and the ground plate extend in the same direction. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Utsumi et al 
(US Patent 6,184,834). 

Utsumi et al disclose, in figure 1 , an antenna device having a antenna sheet 
material comprising a radiating plate 20, a feeding plate 18, and a ground plate 22, 
wherein the feeding plate is parallel to the ground plate. 

7. The patents to Stoiljkovic et al, Carlson et al, Tsuru et al, Lahtola, and Saito are 
cited as of interest showing the antenna similar to that disclosed.
